Applicant is advised to proofread claims 15 and 16 to ensure that they depend 
from the proper steps in the parent claim 9. Applicant is urged to review the claims and 
correct any erroneous claim dependencies therein. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to an herbal soft drink. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-16, drawn to a method of making an herbal soft drink. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature 
common to the groups is the herbal soft drink of claim 1 . However, Leipold (German 
Patent Application 4012000, published October 10, 1990) teaches a beverage 
comprising aqueous extracts of one or more plants and a sugar containing glucose. 
The beverage is then treated with a fermenting microorganism, allowed to ferment and 
is later carbonated (see abstract). The mixture of plant extracts could be used with any 
plants, and jaggery is known to be an unrefined sugar, which contains glucose. Further, 
the herbal soft drink of independent claim 1 comprises a mixture of herbs selected from 
a list of four plants, which means that all of them are not required, while the method of 
independent claim 9 is worded such that all of the four plants are required. Therefore 
the inventions of groups I and II do not share a special technical feature over the prior 
art.
